After you had given a few speeches, he 
did not even have to be in the room for his 
presence to be felt. If you stumbled, if you let 
out a vocahzed pause, you could not help but 
picture Mr. Tate snapping his fingers. Billy 
Tate hammered perfection into his students 
until it became a habit. 

Habit defined Mr. Tate. He booked the 
the same hotels for every debate tournament 
(and probably set a record for Marriott Hotel 
reward points). He knew the best restaurants 
on every trip and made a tradition to return 
to them year after year. He grew the 
Southern Bell Forum— the tournament that 
MBA hosts annually— into one of the greatest 
traditions on the speech and debate calendar. 
He planned events months and years ahead. 
Likely the only variable in his hfe was the 
composition of the Hawaiian Surprise dessert 
that he always prepared for soup kitchen. 

Mr. Tate had an anecdote for every 
occasion, and could tell humor-packed 
stories for hours. Yet he could also listen. It 
was not uncommon for him to spend several 
hours after school helping one student 
prepare a speech. He taught students to strive 
for perfection. 

It stands to reason, therefore, that the 
teams he led enjoyed continued success. He 
coached multiple national champions and 
brought the ALBA debate team to national 
prominence, bringing the reputation of the 
school along with it. Arguably no teacher has 
brought more recognition to MBA than 
Coach Tate. 

Mr. Tate’s legacy, however, is larger 
than any trophies that he brought back to 
campus. This yearbook is dedicated to a man 
who dedicated his Hfe— and over thirty years at 
MBA alone— to expanding the vocabularies 
and ambitions of his students. His lectures 
echo now not through the halls of Lowry but 
through the minds of his students, and so he 
continues to speak.

The MBA high school Science Olympiad team 
won its 4th consecutive state championship this past 
Saturday (April 14) at the University of Tennessee, 
finishing ahead of 17 other teams including state rivals 
White Station, Harpeth Hall, MLK, and Oak Ridge to 
advance to the National Tournament at Wright State 
University on May 18. There the team placed 34th 
overall (out of over 6000 teams that compete 
nationwide) with 8 top ten and 10 top 20 finishes. 
Team leadership was provided by seniors Adam 
Bowman, Chris Habermann, Hamilton Millwee, 
Hunter Tidwell and Kevin Wang. This is the team’s 5th 
state championship in the last 7 years. The team won 
medals in 20 of the 23 events, including 5 state 
championships, 4 second place finishes, 7 third place 
finishes, and 4 additional 4th through 6th place medals.

The MBA Varsity Football team was very successful this year. The 
Big Red squad had a win-loss record of 9-4. 

MBA opened the season at home against Kingsbury High School 
from Memphis. The Big Red defeated the Falcons, winning 51-0. The 
Big Red defense put up a stellar effort in the second half 

Following the victory over Kingsbury, the Big Red played a home 
game against Trinity High School (nationally ranked) from Kentucky. 
The game was incredibly close, with MBA students on their feet 
throughout. With the final minute winding down. Trinity, winning, 
had to punt. That punt was blocked and the Big Red had better-than- 
expected field position to make a last attempt at the end zone.

(’ 1 3) in the 800, Carr in the pole vault, and the 4x800 
relay team of Smith, Madison Rieke (’13), Will 
Pearson (’15), and Anthony Swenson (’15). At the 
region meet, MBA placed 2nd to eventual state , 

champion Brentwood Academy with a solid team - ■ 

performance. The team qualified three of the relays, 
with only the 4x100 filling to qualify for the state 
meet. Individual qualifiers were Anderson in the 1600 
and 3200; Carr in the pole vault; hurdlers Furman 
Haynes (’13), Pearson (’15), and Owen Powell (’15); 

Andrew Porter (’15) in the high jump; Smith in the 
800; and Lacey (’15) in the 400.

Spinning the globe and traveling through time, 
audiences arrived in eighteenth-century Vienna in 
Febmary. Under the direction of Dr. Cal Fuller, the 
MBA Players produced Sir Peter Shaffer’s masterpiece 
Amadeus. The play tells the story of a minor composer 
who is eclipsed by a great rival. Jess Darnell (’15) 
played Antonio Salieri, whose considerable ambitions 
are fmstrated by the appearance of the ingenious 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart (Alex Floyd ’13), whose 
compositions astonish all with their beauty and 
invention. Salieri is conflicted, both enchanted yet 
obsessed by envy. Soon his resentment corrodes his 
ethics. Salieri over-reaches; he attempts to correct 
God's injustice by destroying Mozart. Though set in 
the eighteenth century, the play is timeless, exploring 
universal themes that are relatable and haunting. 
MBA’s production was a visual and auditory delight 
featuring sumptuous costumes by June Kingsbury, 
versatile sets and projections by David Brandon, and 
live music by a 20-piece orchestra under the direction 
of Tyler Merideth.
